Father Plcads'to Save the
Life of His Son.

ALL PRESENT MOVED

Tears Gather in the Eyes of Even
the Attorneys for
the State.

ASKS  DECISIVE  VERDICT

Father of Chester Thompson Pleads
With Jury to Find His Son In-
sane—Youth Alone Remains
Untouched,

TACOMA, Wash,, Jan. 3L.—Altorney
Wil H. Thompson began hilg address
to the jury thls morning In behalf of
nls son, Chester, who hias been on trial
for murder for seven weeks, The ad-
dress of the father lasted all of to-
day and will occupy a good part of
LOmorrow.

Although Mr. Thompson s in bad
health, his address ls an oratorical ef-
fort of great strength. His remarks
brought tears to the eyes of the
Judge and jury. Every person in the
courtroom [fell to sobbing. Even the
attorneys for the stale were gvercome.

The aged attorney recited from his
own poem, "High Tlde at Gettysburg,"
and commented on the fact that he
had Loen a rebel soldler. He clailmed
that he loved his boy and he loved
the law allke, and that he would not
make an appeal for the son that was
not within the law,

“1 shall appeal nelther to your pre-
Judice nor to your hearts,” he Je-
clared, but nevertheless his address
wag one of the most powerful heart
appeals ever made In a Western court-
room.

With tears streaming down his face,
the father begged the jury to find some
kind of verdict—not to make a mis-
trial,

“I am no coward,” he cried, “but 1
can't go through this ordeal agaln, If
the sun is golng down, let It go down
today. If you're golng to strike, strike
now. I'll not flinch at your wverdict
If the law does not protect that boy,
It him die. Death Is not such a ter-
ble thing, Men on the jury have faced
It. 1 have faced Iv."

At this point Mr. Thompson
lnunched Into a wonderful word ple-
ture of the battle of Cold Harbor, a
dramatle effort on which he hal evi-
dently spent many days of preparation,

“It s not death that I am fighting
agalnst now, but dishonor, There has
never been a coward In our famlly;
there has never been a  drunkard;
there has never been a erlminal”

Then followed an appeal to the jury
to find the boy who slew Judge Meade
Emory, the father's friend, insane.

During all of the sobbing and hys-
teria in the courtroom, Chester Thomp-
son shed not a tear, nor Jdid he even
change position.

In opening, Judge Thompson said:

“I come before you as the stricken
father of this unfortunate boy, as a
simpie citizen and lover of the law, Tt
is my purpose to ask you to go with
me over his saddened life, due to
mental ailment, and I am confident
that your verdiet will not do him
wrong. I know what the attorneys for
the prosecution wanted me to do—to
whip this mental wreck of a boy for
his.eccentrle acts. ‘I dld not do it;
I am glad I d4id not, and I never will."

The real cry of the father for the
life of his son is yet to come, If
Judge Thompson's opening reémarks

#ceng In court when the sloquent laws-
yer and devoted father reaches his pers
oration, which will llkely be tomore
row afternoon,

Prosecutor Macintosn ia i follow,
and the case will llkely not get to the
Jury befors the close of the week, If
then.

BODIES BROUGHT UP.

Remains of Miners Killed in Explosion
Taken from Ground,
CHARLESTON, Jan. 31.—The bodles
of twenty-five victims of Tueslay's
explorlon were brought to the surface
today. The searchers found a verlf-
able charnal house, Mutllated bodies
eovered the bottom of the shaft so
thickly that the rescuers found it im-
possible to move about without step-
ping on them. They counted twanty-
six bodies Including those sent up.

FIRE BURNS IN SAFE

Valuable Testimony Lost Tyrough
Leakage of Bottles.

“PETTYBONE DOPE” SPILLS

Combustible Liquid Destroys Docu-
ments Intended for Use Against
Officers of Western Federation
of Miners.

COLORADO, Jan. 31.—A special to
the Gazette from Cripple Creek says,
through fire thought to have been
cause by “Pettybone dope,” or “hell
fire,” a combustible liquid, certain
documentary evidence, photographs
and other valuable papers that were
to have been used as evidence against
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone, of-
ficers of the Western Federation of
Miners, charged with complicity in the
Steunenberg murder inlldaho. which
had been placed In a safe of the Mine
Owners' Assocliation of Cripple Creek,
are thought to have been destroyed.
At 1:45 this afternoon smoke was no-
ticed issuing from the safe In the
rooms of the association In the Nation-
al hotel, Small drops of fire leaked
out through a crack at the bottom and
falling on the floor burned holes In
the lincleum. The fire department
was called but as the flre was con-
fined to the safe, it was shoved out
onto the sidewalk and all the crevices
stopped with putty. It is stated that
one or more bottles of the chemical,
which had been placed in the safe
with other valuable evidence for safe
keeping, sprung a leak and set fire to
the contents of the safe. The chemi-
cal came Into the possession of the
Mine Owners' Association through the
confession of Sleve Adams It had
been burned in the Cripple Creek dis-
trict and was found after Adams dis-
closed its whereabouts. Heat from the
chemlical after its combustion started
is believed to have affected the com-
bination of the safe and it fa impos-
sible to open it and learn the extent
of the damage. The safe still stands
on the sidewalk in front of the hotel
and is belng guarded by officers.
